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Final Report of Watergate Prosecutor 


Nixon Nearly Indicted Twice 


RICHARD NIXON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Twice last year Watergate prose- 


cutors nearly indicted Richard Nixon. 


First impeachment proceedings headed them off and finally 


they were stopped by President Ford's pardon. 


The prosecutors said in their 277-page final report Wednes- 


day that they felt they were on firm legal ground both times, 
but were not sure an indictment of Nixon while he was still 
president would be upheld by the Supreme Court. 


Although the Watergate prosecutors' office will remain in 


business to handle appeals and perhaps one or two new cases 
of a minor nature, the work is generally done, the report said. 
It detailed 63 men indicted, 53 men convicted, 19 corporations 
guilty of illegal campaign contributions. 


The prosecutors said some of the evidence they presented to 


grand juries — including Nixon's sworn statement — will 
remain sealed since it did not lead to criminal action. It would 
be unfair to those named in the evidence to "have the material 
released without chance for rebuttal in court, they said. 


Some major investigations did not lead to criminal action for 


lack of presentable evidence. The prosecutors said they could 
not unravel the 18' i -minute gap on a crucial White House tape, 
nor find evidence of illegality in the 5100,000 that billionaire 
Howard Hughes gave to Nixon friend Charles G. "Bebe" 
Rebozo. 


There was evidence, they said, that transcripts of White 


House tapes given to the House in the impeachment investiga- 
tion had been deliberately altered to remove evidence damag- 


ing to Nixon. But criminal liability for the deletions could not 
be ascertained. 


One matter still pending, prosecutors said, is the charge that 


the ambassadorship to Luxembourg was sold to Ruth Farkas 
for a $300,000 Nixon campaign contribution. 


For the first time in the two and a half year investigation 


of the nation's worst political scandal, the report made clear 
that Nixon twice was on the brink of indictment. 


The first time was in early 1974 when prosecutors learned 


from the March 21, 1973, tape that he had had extensive 
knowledge of the cover-up activities. 


"The question of the President's indictabihty ... resulted in 


intense debate among members of the special prosecutor's 
staff," the report said. "There appeared to be no bnsis for 
concluding that an incumbent president is immune from the 
ordinary process of criminal law." 


But prosecutor Leon Jaworski concluded the Supreme Court 


might not uphold such an indictment, and the whole process 
would seriously delay the impeachment proceedings So instead 
the grand jury named Nixon an unindicted coconspirator in the 
cover-up. 


When Nixon resigned last August, there was no longer a 


constitutional question involved, and prosecutors rekindled the 
indictment discussion. They decided to delay legal action until 
the cover-up jury was sequestered. On Sept. 8, Ford's pardon 
halted their plans. 


The experience led prosecutors to ask Congress in the report 


Cox and Staff 
Hid Evidence 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 
— Former 
Special Prosecutor 


Archibald Cox anticipated Richard Nixon would fire him, and 
he and his staff hid their most crucial evidence in bank vaults 
so it could not be destroyed. 


Nixon's firing of Cox two years ago this weekend stunned the 


nation and touched off the "firestorm" of public outrage that 
eventually led to Nixon's downfall. 


An account of Cox's ouster is contained in the prosecutors' 


final report on the Watergate investigation released Wednes- 
day. 


Unbudging on his subpoena for White House tapes, Cox was 


warned twice that mid-October week by the White House that 
"we will be forced to take the actions that the President deems 
appropriate under the circumstances." 


On Saturday night, he was fired and FBI agents swept in to 


occupy his offices. 


"Although official documents could not be removed, the most 


important and sensitive documents had been copied earlier in 
the week," the report said. "...Task force leaders and other 
senior staff members then removed copies of certain items from 
the office ... copies of documents of a particularly sensitive 
nature were placed in two safe deposit boxes in nearby banks." 


The copies were replaced six days later when Chief U.S. 


District Judge John J. Sirica ordered the files protected. 


In the 16 hours FBI agents controlled Cox's offices, staff 


members transferred other crucial documents to a central safe 
"to secure files from anyone who might want to, or be ordered 
to, read or destroy the files." The agents were replaced at 
midday Sunday by U.S. marshals.

Other highlights of ;he report: 
—- Prosecutors cooperated fully with the House impeachment 


investigation, turning over documents and leads. 


- After top Nixon associates John Mitchell, H.R. Haldeman, 


John 0. Ehrhchmnn and Robert C. Mardian were convicted 
in the cover-up trial, prosecutors gave strong consideration to 
indicting two other unnamed persons. But the report said 
"evidentiary and legal problems" prevented prosecution. 


— Among other investigations that did not yield sufficient 


evidence for prosecution were alleged misuses of federal 
agencies, including the Internal Revenue Service, abuse of 
political demonstrators, breakms at foreign embassies and 
wiretaps of government employes and journalists. 


— Prosecutors anticipated the firing of prosecutor Archibald 


Cox in the "Saturday night massacre" two years ago. For a 
week they hnd been photocopying vital documents and secret- 
ing them in a bank safe deposit box 


— Attorney General Elliot L Richardson, who resigned 


rather than follow Nixon's order to fire Cox. had sought in 
preceding months to limit the scope of the Cox investigation. 


— The prosecutors said that, m the future, campaign 


managers or other officials should not become attorney general 
after election day.

8,000 More Firings 


Expected in New York 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Some 8,000 city work- 


ers, including thousands of teachers and up to 
900 policemen, 
face firing 
under 
Mayor 


Abraham Beame's latest attempt to save New 
York from default. 


The cutbacks are being proposed despite a 


warning from municipal labor leaders of "in- 
evitable conflict and a general strike" by their 
270,000 members if further layoffs are made. 


Vice President Rockefeller terms differences 


with President Ford over New York City situ- 
ation as "minimal1.

The Emergency Financial Control Board, the 


state-created agency overseeing city finances, 
today begins considering the austerity plan to 
slash $200 million from the current budget and 
has until Monday to accept, modify or reject it. 


In addition to the new layoffs, an estimated 


23,000 other jobs will be eliminated through 
attrition. As of the end of September, 22,000 
city employes already had been sliced from the 
payroll through layoffs and several thousand 
others by attrition. 


The proposed cutbacks reducing the 1975-76 


budget to $12.1 million, announced Wednes- 
day, are part of a plan to reduce a budget gap 
estimated by Beame at $724 million over the 
next three fiscal years. 


The mayor was ordered to bring the budget 


into balance under a S2.3 billion aid program 
drafted by the state legislature in an effort to 
save the nation's largest city from defaulting on 
its debts through early December. 


Even as he was cutting the budget, the mayor 


said "default is foreseen unless federal action 
is taken." 


Beame said definitive word on the number of 


new layoffs would be known by Friday, 
although, "I am reasonably sure it will be in the 
thousands." A high ranking City Hall source 
said at least 8,000 employes would be dis- 
missed. 


Police Commissioner Michael J. Codd said 


"800 to 900 cops and other Police Department 
personnel" would be cut as the department 
curtailed its costs by 3 percent.

Radicals Tell About 
The Capitol Bomb 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - The bomb that exploded in the 


U.S. Capitol in 1971 was carried into the building in pieces and 
assembled by members of the Weather Underground in an 
unused room, according to Rolling Stone magazine. 


Members of the radical group quoted in the story described 


how they planted the device, accidentally disabled it, then 
returned to set another bomb in the same spot when the first 
one failed to explode. The second bomb set off the first, causing 
$300,000 damage to the Capitol building. No one was hurt. 


Although the group claimed credit for the blast at the time, 


it was never confirmed officially. The FBI arrested Leslie Bacon 
in connection with the bombing, flew her to Seattle and held 
her for more than a week, but the case against her was dropped 
for lack of evidence. 


The Rolling Stone article was an account of the clandestine 


filming of a documentary on the underground radical group by 
Emile de Antonio, Mary Lampson and Haskell Wexler. 


Weather Underground fugitives Bernardine Dohrn, Bill 


Ayers, Cathy Wilkerson, Jeff Jones and Kathy Boudin were 
interviewed for the film. 


- 
"The organization chose the Capitol," said Jones, partly to 


dramatize "the fact that Congress was completely in Nixon's 


• pocket. There was nobody in Congress that was taking an 
honest, principled position against the war in Vietnam." 


"Several people volunteered to do it," he said in the 


magazine article. "To get past security, they carried the 
explosive materials in on their bodies." 


With the aid of a map of the building, they located an obscure 


room behind a barber shop where they assembled the bomb. 
. "As they were putting it in the place where it was supposed 
to go, it fell, There was a slanted ledge where they thought there 
was a shelf. When they realized what had happened — and that 
they were still there — they took a couple of deep breaths and 
came out," Jones said. 


"That evening, members of the organization alerted the press 


that the action was going to take place. And when it didn't 
happen, it didn't go off. The fall had in some way affected it 
and there was no explosion. 


"So the organization made a series of quick calls around the 


country and came up with a plan, which was to take a much 
smaller device and go back in and put it on top of the one that 
had been placed there the day before. Sort of a little starter 
motor. 


"The second time was tremendously more dangerous and 


more difficult because they had called in and already claimed 
they were going to do it." 


"...So they went back in and they put a little one on it. It 


worked. It ignited the big one." 


The radicals did not identify which news organizations they 


called to report the first bomb. 


The filmmakers were later subpoenaed to appear before a 


federal grand jury in Los Angeles. However, they refused to 
cooperate and the subpoenas were dropped. 
'Life After Death; 
Says Psychiatrist 


"In fact," she said, "it is

Elisabeth 
Kubler-Ross, who 


has counseled thousands of 
terminally ill patients, is con- 
vinced that "people don't real- 
ly die." 


The 49-year-old Swiss-born 


psychiatrist, 
author of "On 


Death and Dying" and two 
other books on death, says she 
knows "beyond the shadow of 
a doubt" there is life after 
death. 


"This is not just the spooky 


stories of someone who has 
worked with too many dying 
patients," she said. "It is a 
good feeling to be able to say 
after many years that people 
don't really die." 


She described her ex- 


periences with dying patients 
at a conference of medical spe- 
cialists at Detroit's Children's 
Hospital Wednesday. 


Many patients declared le- 


gally dead who are later re- 
vived resent having their new 
life ended, she said. 


"They have a fabulous feel- 


ing of peace and wholeness," 
Dr. Ross said. "People who are 
blind can see, paraplegics have 
legs that they can move. They 
have no pain, no fear, no anx- 
iety. 


She says she has interviewed 


hundreds of patients who were 
declared legally dead and were 
later revived and that the de- 
tails of their experiences were 
remarkably similar. 


She said 
she has 
found 


" f a b u l o u s c o m m o n de- 
nominators which you can't 
deny." 


Dr. Ross said most of the 


"dead" patients describe the 
sensation of floating a few feet 
above their bodies and can 
accurately describe the re- 
suscitation efforts. Almost all, 
she said, say they were greeted 
by someone who had died just 
before them 


"I know, beyond the shadow 


of a doubt, that there is life 
after death." 


Dr. Ross, who received a 


standing ovation following her 
talk, said she is not a religious 
person and bases her convic- 
tion on her interviews with 
persons who have been 
brought back to life after being 
legally dead.

Responding to a report that at 
least $4.2 million in "winning" 
lottery tickets were never sold, 
the 
state 
lottery 
says

scrapped its "Colossus" game 
because it was "unworkable." 


A spokeswoman for the lot- 


tery 
Wednesday 
confirmed 


that winning "Colossus" 
tickets were drawn from a pool 
of all the tickets printed, re- 
gardless of whether or not they 
were sold. 


The New York Daily News,-.,: 


which had disclosed the un-gj 
sold "winning" tickets Wed** 
nesday, charged in today's edi" 
tions that a surplus $11 million 
fund which accumulated from 
unsold and unawarded win- 
ning lottery tickets was kept 
by the lottery in a special bank 
account. 


In an editorial in today's 


editions, the newspaper said it 
would suspend printing the 
state lottery numbers. 


Today's story said the mon- 


ey was transferred to the gen- 
eral treasury and used for gen- 
eral operations. "Thus, lottery 
money earmarked for educa- 
tion or prizes wound up being 


used for other purposes," the 
story charged. 


In Wednesday's editions the 


newspaper said 
the lottery 


"has 
been systematically 


cheating the public by an- 
nouncing 'winning' numbers 
on $250,000 in lottery tickets 
that never were sold." 


According 
to 
the 
Daily 


News, since Christmas there 
has been a total df $4.2 million 
in tickets that were drawn as 


winners but never sold. The 
lottery spokeswoman said the 
money was redistributed as 
prizes in later drawings. 


"When the Colossus game 


was started in December of 
1974, it was found to be un- 
workable from the beginning," 
the lottery said in a statement 
prepared by its director, Jerry 
Bruno. 


The

weekly game was redesigned to

Bruno served as nn advance

Garment Industry Extortion 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Eight persons, including reputed 


underworld figures and labor and trucking association officials, 
have been indicted on extortion charges resulting from an 
undercover investigation of the garment district. 


The defendants were accused Wednesday of extorting $5,000 


from "businesses" run by undercover agents by threatening 
labor problems. 


Assistant Attorney General Richard L. Thornburgh, head of 


the Justice Department's Criminal Division, called creation of 
the undercover firms, run by federal agents and city police, a 
"landmark to show what can be done" in the fight against mob 
control of legitimate businesses. 


Beginning in early 1973 and continuing until late summer last 


year, about 40 law enforcement officers operated the two 
businesses, one a coat company with the code name Operation 
Detroit, the other a trucking firm dubbed Operation Cleveland. 


Thus far, 30 persons have been arrested as a result of the 


garment industry investigation and a reported $1! million in 
hijacked merchandise and stolen securities recovered. The 
inquiry is continuing. 


Two of the defendants are reputed Mafia figures, Matthew 


"Matty the Horse" lanello, 55, and Lawrence Paladino, 45. 


lanello's brother is the owner of Umberto's Clam House, 


where mobster Joey "Crazy Joe" Gallo was gunned down in 
1971. 


The other defendants included Frank Wolf. ti9, director of 


Master Truckmen of America, an association of trucking firms 
serving the garment industry; Leonard Klansky, 3-, former 
assistant director of the association, Julius Bernstein, 53, 
president of Local 121, International Brotherhood of Trade 
Unions, and George Jackson. 50, a business agent for Local 102. 
International Ladies Garment Workers Union.

(UPI) - The Watergate 
prosecutors' 


scorecard includes four top presidential aides, two U.S. 
attorneys general, one commerce secretary, one former gov- 
ernor, one former lieutenant governor, a dozen White House 
aides, 15 corporate executives and four Cuban Americans. 


That is only a partial roll call of persons convicted or sent 


to jail by Watergate prosecutors during the past two and a half 
years. 


It totals 63 men who have been charged and 53 who have been 


convicted of Watergate related crimes. 


Seven were acquitted or their charges were dropped, and 


three cases are still pending. 


In addition 17 corporations were convicted of campaign 


contribution violations and paid fines. 


"There's no precedent for such a series of high level 


prosecutions," retiring Watergate Prosecutor Henry S. Ruth Jr. 
said in an interview. "But that happens to be a very sad fact." 


gate prosecutor Henry S. Ruth said in an interview. "I sure 
would have liked to have solved the IS'/^-minute gap." 


Only a few persons could have erased the tape. The crime 


was committed during-a brief period of time. 


But all who could have done it — including Richard M. Nixon 


—have denied responsibility. 


The final report of Watergate prosecutors released Wednes- 


day said: 


"A lengthy investigation concluded that only a small number, 


of people had had the opportunity to make the erasures, but 
was unable to fix criminal responsibility on any particular 
individual or individuals." 


Ruth would not name the "small number of people" and 


refused to give his own theory. But he said the broad outlines 
of the case were spelled out in public court hearings on the gap. 


The tape was of a meeting between Nixon and his chief of 


staff, H.R. Haldeman, on June 20,1972 — the first full working 
day at the White House after the Watergate break-in. 
Haldeman's notes later showed the erased portion contained a 
discussion of Watergate. 


Technical experts called in by U.S. Judge John J. Sirica said 


the tape had been erased deliberately. They showed which tape 
recorder had done the deed, and this narrowed the time of the 
erasure to a six-week period between Oct. 1 and Nov. 12, 1973 
— just before the tape was turned over to Sirica. 


Five people had access to the tape during that period. Nixon 


had overall custody. His secretary Rosemary Woods was 
transcribing it, helped by two Nixon assistants, Stephen Bull 
and John Bennett. The fifth was White House Counsel J. Fred 
Buzhardt. 


Miss Woods testified she may accidentally have erased part 


of the tape — but no more than five minutes. 


The 23-member grand jury heard testimony on the gap from 


more than 100 persons, including four of the five who had access 
to the tape. 


Nixon grfve prosecutors a sworn statement that presumably 


covered the issue. 


"1 can't say what was in (Nixon's) grand jury transcript," 


Ruth said. "But you will recall his lawyer in other court cases 
said he had nothing to do with it."

Wiretapping Powers 
Should be Clarified 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 


Watergate prosecutors want 
President Ford to say exactly 
what wiretapping powers the 
government claims so Con- 
gress and the public can de- 
bate the issue. 


The prosecutors said in their 


final report released Wednes- 
day (hey learned the FBI, on 
behalf of White House aide 
John Ehrlichman, conducted a 
total of 13 wiretaps on govern- 
ment officials and four on jour- 
nalists between May, 1969, 
and February, 1971. The re- 
c o r d s 
w e r e 
f o u n d i n 


Ehrlichman's office. 


"This is obviously a matter 


of great public importance, af- 


fecting not only basic constitu- 
tional rights but also the na- 
tional security," the report 
said. 


"Although 
ultimately the 


courts must answer the con- 
stitutional question — what 
power if any the President and 
his chief legal officer (the at- 
torney general) have to author- 
ize warrantless searches and 
seizures in the name of na- 
tional security — the current 
policy of the executive should 
be subject to thorough con- 
g r e s s i o n a l 
a n d 
p u b l i c 


scrutiny." 


The prosecutors recom- 


mended: 


— Past memoranda setting 


forth the policy positions of the 
presidents and attorneys gen- 
eral should be disclosed pub- 
licly. 


— The 
administration 


should state its current policy, 
including the precise powers 
.claimed by the president and 
the factors and standards that 
now govern the authorization 
of warrantless foreign in- 
telligence searches and 
seizures. 


The Watergate report came 


in the midst of congressional 
investigations into intelligence 
activities, including the 
monitoring of telephone; tele- 
graph and cable communica- 
tions of American citizens. 


CIA Fears Confirmed 


WILLIAMSBURG, Va. 


(UPI) — Fears that the CIA 
would be tarred with the Wa- 
tergate brush prevented agents 
from volunteering incriminat- 
ing information on the 1972 
Waterbreak break-in, agency 
director William Colby says. 


"You know that there were 


several people arrested in the 
Watergate who were ex-CIA 
people and 1 think the quite 
obvious suspicion came up in

doing that," Colby told the

Editors annual meeting Wed- 
nesday. 


Colby conceded that in ret- 


rospect, "There was an undue 
degree of secrecy, even within 
CIA, but the overriding con- 
cern was to avoid getting into 
a situation in which one thin 
connection with CIA there- 
upon convinces the nation that 
CIA actually conducted the 
Watergate operation. 


"It was that concern that 


dominated our t houghts all the 
way through," he said. 


Colby said he ordered a halt 


to all activities that exceeded 
the CIA charter when he took 
over the organization in 1973. 
The 
CIA is convinced, he 


added, "and 1 think the record 
has borne us out, that we had 
nothing to do with the Water- 
gate itself." 


Colby and New York Times 


Washington bureau chief 
Seymour Hersh. the reporter 
who 
f i r s t 
exposed CIA 


domestic activities, shared the 
platform Wednesday. 


Hersh said he was struck by 


the fact "that they didn't tell 
anybody in the Justice De- 
partment about any of this. 
They could have blown the 
whistle any time, these men 
who are being paid to be inde- 
pendent. 


"If we can't get reliable, in- 


telligent, responsible and 
honest opinions from the men 
running the CIA at critical 
times in our government, if 
they can't decide to go outside 
the channels when they have 
to, we've got a problem in the 
CIA," Hersh said.

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'Little Saigon' Dismantling, First and Biggest Refugee Camp 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. (UPI) - Marines are striking 


the tents in "Little Saigon," first and biggest of the Vietnamese 
refugee camp*, which is closing down after housing almost 
50,000 Vietnamese, sending most on their way to the new lives 
they sought and a few back to Vietnam. 


Others, still without sponsors, face being sent to another 


camp in Arkansas, a prospect that has caused tensions to rise, 
provoking fistfights and depression among those facing more 
time in limbo.

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CPSE Survey 


The findings of a privately commissioned survey 


that Ulster County ranks a low 34 among the 57 
counties in New York State in per capita taxes has 
to be welcome news for the majority of us who are 
being squeezed in the inflation/recession wringer. 
The issuance of these good tidings just before a 
county legislative election might be looked upon 
with a jaundiced wye by some with a suspicious 
bent, but since the survey was conducted by The 
Citizens Public Expenditure Survey Inc. the timing 
of the release and its findings cannot be questioned. 


What the CPSE survey found was that Ulster 


residents paid a per capita tax of $92.23 as com- 
pared to $225.16 for Sullivan County and $118.23 
for Orange. Naturally our Republican-dominated 
legislature, is jubilant to have the findings released 
at this time, with Chairman Peter Savago being 
quoted as "you can't argue with success". It would 
be less than normal for them not to act so, and they 
are to be commended on this fine accomplishment. 


However, we all face a very tough economic road 


ahead. All economic indicators read that the re- 
cession may be bottoming out but that it will be a 
slow and laborious process. Also the heavy burden 
placed upon county taxpayers by the federal and 
state mandated welfare programs must be checked 
and brought to a reasonable level. Efforts in this 
direction have already begun in Ulster and across 
the state, and must be intensified if the whole 
system is not to come crashing down. Our legisla- 
tors, as the records indicate, have been responsible 
in handling our tax money, and the Freeman urges 
those elected on November 4, whether incumbent 
or newcomer, to maintain the prudent policies of 
their predecessors. 


Arms to Turkey 


After months of unnecessary wrangling the U.S. 


House of Representatives did the right thing by 
clearing the way for a resumption of arms sales to 
Turkey. 


The House action is but a first step. Much 


remains to be done by Congress and the Adminis- 
tration before the relations between Turkey and the 
United States approach normality. Wounds on the 
Turkish pride that have been inflicted by Congress 
are deep and raw. 


Moreover, the House did not help matters by 


taking another jab at the sensitive issue of Turkish 
opium growing by mentioning the subject gratui- 
tously in a "minor" amendment to the arms sales 
bill. The amendment does not have the force of law 
but simply requests the President to negotiate on 
the subject — which he already is doing. 


Nevertheless the door that was swinging shut 


between us and Turkey now is at least stationary. 
We urge Congress to start pushing it open by 
withdrawing from all of the areas of foreign affairs 
that constitutionally belong in the jurisdiction of 
the President. 


In addition to the ban on arms sales, these areas 


include intervention into the sale of Hawk missiles 
to Jordan, unnecessary needling of the Secretary of 
State about what he said to whom and an un- 
constitutional House intervention into negotiations 
for a Panama treaty. 


Now that the House has taken the first step.

Washington Merry-Go-Round 


Red Carpet Rolls for the Chileans 


By JACK ANDERSON with Let Whitten 


WASHINGTON — Chile's controversial military dic- 


tatorship appears to have an inside track in Washington. 


At least two top-level representatives of the junta have paid 


recent visits to the nation's capital, where the red carpet was 
rolled out for them. A third delegate is expected to hit town 
this Friday. 


The most notorious of the Chilean visitors was Col. Manuel 


Contreras-Sepulveda, head of the infamous National In- 
telligence Directorate, known as DINA. It is this military 
organization — a Latin American version of the CIA, FBI and 
Defense Intelligence Agency all lumped together — which has 
been directly responsible for the arrests and torture of 
hundreds of political prisoners over the past two years. 


Before coming to Washington Contreras stopped off in New 


York. He paid a quiet visit to the United Nations, where 
officials are preparing a report on human rights violations in 
Chile. 


Three months ago, a U.N. working group on human rights 


attempted to visit Santiago for an on-the-scene investigation, 
but the junta abruptly cancelled their invitation. In his talks 
with U.N. officials, say our sources, Contreras attempted to 
convince them the U.N. group was barred only because it 
consisted of Marxists, assorted leftists and troublemakers. 


Contreras then hopped down to Washington, where his 


goings-and-comings were considered so secret that even the 
Chilean embassy was kept in the dark. 


We have learned, however, that the colonel stopped off at the 


CIA where, say our sources, a private chat was arranged with 
the deputy director, Lt. Gen. Vernon Walters. 


The State Department, meanwhile, was unofficially asked to 


suggest a few people Contreras might see. The department 
cooperated but scrupulously recommended the colonel visit 
some Senators and Congressmen who are critical of the junta. 
On Capitol Hill, Contreras faced his only unfriendly audience. 
He wandered into the offices of Sen Frank Church, D.-Idaho, 
but could find no one to talk with. Staffers recall him as a 
"short, round" man who appeared "blase and somewhat 
disoriented." 


Contreras also visited the House International Organization 


subcommittee staff member about human rights violations in 
Chile. The colonel responded with the familiar claim that 
reports of the killing and torture of political prisoners were a 
Marxist plot to embarrass the junta. 


Another prominent Chilean who passed through Washington, 


shortly before Contreras came to town, was the junta's press 
attache, Federico Willoughby. He suffers from a chronic kidney 
problem and came to the United States primarily for medical 
tests at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Baltimore. 


During his 10-day stay, however, Willoughby visited the CIA, 


the State Department and several congressmen. He managed 
to see Sen Church, who told our associate Joe Spear that he 
gave the Chilean a long, stiff lecture on human rights. 


This Friday, the junta's minister of justice, Miguel 


Schweitzer, is scheduled to arrive in Washmton. His main 
mission, say our souces, will be to lobby in favor of a resumption 
of U.S. military aid to Chile, which was cut off by Congress 
last Decmber. 
. 


Meanwhile, Sen. Edward Kennedy, D.-Mass., has informed 


the Senate CIA committee of the Contreras trip and has 
requested it to be investigated. We have learned independently 
that committee staff members are preparing written requests 
for information concerning the visit. 


Our own inquiries at the CIA about the Walters-Contreras 


meeting, meanwhile, produced only a curt "no comment-

EXPOSED NERVES: Last month, we reported that mem-

It is illegal, our story charged, for Navy dentists to fix

Capt Stewart Elder, the clinic commander, justified the 


illegal treatment by telling his colleagues it would help the 
clinic at budget time. Here's what happened after our story was 
written'. 


— Sen. William Hathaway, D.-Me., was sitting in the dental 


chair on the morning our story appeared about his illegal root 
canal work. His nervous Navy dentist, Capt. Roger Flagg, sent 
Hathaway to the front office, which referred him to a private 
dentist since the work was "not of an emergency nature." 


— Sen. Mark Hatfield, R.-Ore., whom we had named as one 


of the clinic's regular patients, hastily cancelled his future 
appointments. 


— Sen. Mike Mansfield, D.-Mont., rushed a payment to the 


clinic to cover his past dental work. This created an awkward 
problem for the Navy, which has no provision for accepting 
individual payments. 


— An angry Capt. Elder transferred an enlisted woman, 


Vicky Kaiser, out of the clinic although she had been there less 
than a month. He wrongly suspected she was one of our sources 


— Another suspect, Seaman Michael Aird, was also shipped 


out although he previously had been promised he would not 
be transferred. Capt. Elder was wrong about him, too. 


— However, other enlisted personnel and civilian techni- 


cians, carryng Xerox copies of our column in their pockets, 
continued to furnish us with information. They told us, for 
example, that the captain had been dissatisfied with the 
quarterly figures on the number of cavities filled and molars 
extracted, and, therefore, had pencilled in fraudulent figures. 


Clinic officials also told the Navy press office no records were 


available other than for this year detailing treatment given to 
members of Congress. In fact, log books kept by various Navy 
dentists contain this information. 


Footnote: The prominent patients, who accepted free dental 


work, said they were unaware it was illegal. A Navy spokesman 
acknowledged most of the facts in this report. He said there 
"was no evidence," however, that Capt Elder's quarterly 
reports contain fraudulent figures. He also claimed the Kaiser 
and Aird transfers were part of the normal rotation.

Allbritton, can make it in Tex- 
as banking and real estate 
The Post comes along and ask 
Allbritton would he please per- 
mit his own plant to be used, 
during the idle hours of the 
day, for the purpose of pub- 
lishing the Washington Post. 


The following are the con- 


siderations that, one assumes, 
weighed on Allbntton in giving 
his answer: 


1) If I print the Post, surely 


the pressmen in my own plant, 
showing that same dumb sense 
of solidarity that causes even 
the Walter Cronkites of this 
world to refuse to cross a 
picket line, will close down the 
Washington Star. If this were 


to happen, not only would 
Washington be left without a 
newspaper, the Star would 
almost certainly contract a 
terminal illness. 


If you are losing a million 


dollars a month while publish- 
ing, 
you don't cease auto- 


matically to lose a million 
dollars a month by not pub- 
lishing. There are too many 
running financial commit- 
ments which are not so neatly 
severed. What happens is that 
you lose more; and the cost of 
cranking up again to resume 
publishing is the kind of thing 
that kills newspapers as per- 
manently as New York's Her- 
ald Tribune was killed.

The 'Remedy' Is the Cause 


WASHINGTON - '"SCREAM!"' shouts a 


headline atop a full-page ad placed in several 
leading publications by the Chase Manhattan 
Bank. This unbankerly ejaculation is followed by a 
text which reads in part: 


"One out of six Americans could be out of work 


ten years form now. Seventeen million unemployed 
idle in the streets. VVe're squawking and screaming 
. . . Chase foresees a massive capital shortfall by 
1985 . . . Go along as we have been and U.S. 
business and industry face a capital shortfall over 
the next ten years of $400 million a day every day." 


The italics are "Mr. Chase's," as is the frantic 


tone and the clairvoyance to know what we will need 
to spend on new machinery a decade hence. Never- 
theless, it may be that Mr. Chase is less worried 
about the future than the present Judging from the 
recommendations it makes in its ad copy, it smells 
like another effort to change the tax laws to generate 
money now. 


Despite talk about the economy "bottoming out," 


the whole structure is still under deflationary 
pressure to contract. Incomes for many businesses 
aren't large enough to pay ordinary expenses plus 
the interest on their huge debts. Basically they are 
in the same position as New York City, and that's 
why bankers like Mr. Chase who lent them money 
are concerned. So if the money can't be had from 
ordinary revenues, let's see if we can get it from the 
taxes. 1985*11 take care of itself. 


Thus, among others things, Mr. Chase is urging 


"more realistic depreciation allowances," which is 
big business talk for saying they want to be allowed 
to deduct the cost of new equipment from their 
taxes nil at once instead of over its useful life. The 
ideal would be to pay for it over 10 years but deduct 


it all in the first year. What with the accountants 
playing around with interest rates and the vagaries 
of the tax regulation, they would get their machine 
pretty close to free. 


The rights and wrongs of such loopholes aside, has 


this sort of tax law helped or hurt our economy? The 
case can be made that these sorts of aids actually 
have contributed to creating the very "capital 
shortfall" Mr. Chase and Mr. Manhattan are 
emitting inky screams about. 


Let's take a look at one set of tax mechanisms 


designed to stimulate capital investment. They are 
called limited partnership, non-recourse loans and 
leveraging, and this is the way they work 


A group of capitalists set up a limited partner- 


ship. Under the law that means the partners can 
share all the profits and all the tax benefits but, if 
the enterprise goes broke, none of them are person- 
ally liable for its debts. Thus, if you pay $10 to join 
a limited partnership which is going to build a 
shopping center, all you can lose is a sawbuck. 


However, the partnership will use your $10 to 


borrow another $90 (that's the leveraging.) This is 
also the non-recourse loan which means that, if the 
shopping center goes broke, the lender can't sue you 
personally for his money. (There are tax advantages 
for certain lenders in this sort of arrangement, but 
that's for another time.) The way the tax law works, 
even though you have actually only put in 10 bucks 
and can only lose 10 bucks at a maximum, you can 
depreciate S100; that is, your 10 plus the 90 which 
was borrowed on the basis of your 10. 


Let's say yours isn't a greedy-guts partnership 


accumulating a lot of other possible tax deductions. 
Say all you do is depreciate the shopping center over 


20 years. That means in two years at $5 a year, you 
will have been able to deduct your original $10 from 
your taxes off other sources of income. In four years 
you will have doubled your money even if the 
limited partnership has not made a dime in profits, 
and if the shopping center goes bust in the fifth 
year, who cares? 


The laws making such manipulations possible 


weren't passed by corrupt legislators at the behest 
of evil lobbyists. They were passed with the good 
faith intention of stimulating the kind of capital 
investment Mr. Chase advocates, but it doesn't 
work out that way in practice. In practice, invest- 
ment tax incentives stimulate investment in failure, 
in unprofitable and unproductive enterprises. 


Who needs a tax incentive to buy a machine that 


will earn a profit? You only need a tax incentive to 
get people to invest in dogs, and our tax laws are 
structured so that there is additional incentive to 
invest small amounts of money in big, debt-laden 
dogs which then bite people like nice Mr. Chase 
right in his bad loan department. 


For the society at large, our tax incentives have 


channelled billions upon billions out of the very 
places we'd like to see the money go. Still it may 
be that we will have to go along with these 
incentives for a few more years as a gimmick to let 
certain troubled companies get some money to pay 
their debts, but Mr. Chase should realize the 
remedy he is proposing is what caused the trouble 
in the first place, 


What we've done, sometimes quite literally, is to 


offer tax incentives to build high-rise office towers 
nobody wants to rent space in, and then offer more 
tax incentives to make movies of the same towering 
infernoes burning down. Enough already.

EDINBORO, Pa. (UPI) - 


Men who smoke two or more 
packs of cigarettes a day short- 
en their lives 14 to 15 years, 
according to a college study, 
but female smokers cut theirs 
by 19 to 20 years. 


The report, written by Edin- 


boro State College, dismissed 
as a "bunch of nonsense," 
however, statistics that women 
usually outlive men. 


The study also showed that 


cigar and pipe smokers live, on 
the average, a year longer than 
those who don't smoke at all. 


The study, which examined 


4,000 men and women in 
northwestern Pennsylvania, 
concluded 
that 
since now 


women are smoking more, 
their average life span will 
decrease until they "will be 
dying on the averaage of five 
and six years before men in the 
next 30 to 40 years." 


The findings were recently 


published in the Journal of 
Breathing of the Illinois Lung 
Association. The research was 
undertaken by Dr. G. H. 
Miller, assistant director of 
Edmboro's Office of Institu- 
tional Research. 


Among the findings: 
— 
Female 
smokers 
die 


earlier than male smokers 
from heart attacks and cancer. 


Male smokers were found to 
die at an average age of 65, 
compared with 59 for female 
smokers. 


— Both non-smoking men 


and women were found to live 
an average of 75 to 76 years. 


Miller, a statistician and 


educational psychologist, in- 
terviewed relatives of 4,000 
persons who died at the age of 
30 years or older between 1970 
and 1973. 


"It appears a bunch of non- 


sense that women are in- 
herently prone to living longer 
than men," Miller said. 


Miller said he believes the 


reason smoking women die 
sooner than men is that they 
are affected more by smoking 
because of their smaller physi- 
cal makeup. 


Miller said he found that 


while pipe and cigar smokers 
get more lip and throat cancer, 
oddly enough on the average 
they live a year longer than 
non-smokers to an average age 
of 76. 


The research focused on the

and

eventually 


hopes to conduct a study in a 
large industrial city such as 
Pittsburgh and compare the 
results.

NEW PALTZ 


Following the discovery of 


cans of baby food for sale at 
the New Paltz upper Main 
Street Grand Union super- 
market which were still on the 
shelves one year beyond the 
expiration date, District At- 
torney Francis J. Vogt has 
issued a warning to anyone 
who 
may 
have 
purchased 


"Similac with iron" infant 
formula at the store to check 
the expiration dates on cans 
before use. 


The Consumer Frauds Bu- 


reau of the district attorney's 
office was alerted to the ex- 
istence of the outdated infant 
formula by a New Paltz family 
who fed the formula to thair 
three-day-old infant, only to 


have the baby develop diar-' 
rhea arid begin vomiting. 


Mrs. Frank Campese, moth- 


er of Selena, explained that 
she fed the child the formula 
for five days before discovering 
on Monday that the formula 
appeared curdled and that the 
expiration date, covered by a 
sticker stating the price, was 
October, 1974. Mrs. Campese 
said she found the formula 
appeared curdled when, in- 
stead of poking holes in the 
can for pouring, she took off 
the entire top. Previously, she 
said, she thought the lumpy 
appearance of the formula was 
due to the iron in it. 


' The Campeses 
contacted 


Jon Evans of the Consumer 
Frauds Bureau, a State Uni- 


versity College at New Paltz 
student, intern, who, on Tues- 
day, went to the New Paltz 
Grand nion store and himself 
purchased a can of "Similac" 
dated Oct. 
1974. He also 


purchased a can of another 
brand of infant formula which 
had an expiration date of 
June, 1975. 


Vogt told the Freeman that 


in light of the discovery of the 
second outdated item on the 
shelves, it would be well for 
anyone who has purchased any 
food at the store to check the 
expiration date. 


Meanwhile, the Campese in- 


fant was taken to a doctor on 
Wednesday. The doctor could 
not say for certain whether the 
curdled formula was the cause 


of the infant's vomiting, Mrs. 
Campese said. 


"The doctor doesn't think it 


did her any real harm, but it 
didn't do her any good either," 
she said. 


The infant's vomiting sub- 


sided after the baby was fed 
formula which was not out- 
dated, she told the Freeman. 


Vogt said his office, is in- 


vestigating the possibility of 
criminal prosecution in the 
matter. He explained that it 
has not yet been determined 
whether there is a violation of 
public health laws involved. 


"It is at least an example of 


incredibly gross negligence," 
he said of the sale of the infant 
formula one year beyond the 
expiration date.

Sidney Halpern, Donald J. 
Matthews and Michael Cor- 
coran, were represented by 
City Corporation Counsel 
Aaron E. Klein. 


McLean, after being sus- 


pended by a unanimous vote of 
the fire board—Mayor Koenig 
abstained from voting- 
brought suit on June 27 to 
have the action annulled, this 
causing 
his 
reinstatement.

proper." 


"On the contrary, the de- 


partment, as well as the gener- 
al public might well benefit if 
such circumstances were ex- 
posed to the light of day." 


The judge goes on to say that 


if McLean had no basis in fact 
for such statements or knew 
them to be false it might have 
justified a finding of miscon- 
duct. "The difficulty here is 
that Chief Maines did not al- 
lege that the petitioner 
McLean either had no basis for 
his remarks or that he knew 
them to be false at the time 
they were made and without 
such allegations and proof to 
support them not violation of 
said rule has been properly 
demonstrated." 


Two other rules involving 


"false reports" and neglect of 
duty were also raised by the 
city but rejected by the judge 
due to lack of proof.

Three robbers fled with some 86,500 in cash and checks- 


Wednesday night from the Highland Grand Union supermarket 
after confronting customers and employes with a sawed-ofi 
shotgun. 


State police investigators say they are not discounting the 


possibility that the robbery may be related to similar armed 
robbery three weeks ago at the New Paltz Shop-Rite store. 


It was at about 9:45 p.m. Wednesday that the three block 


males entered the store, police said. One carried a sawed oft 
shotgun. He and a second robber held customers and store 
personnel at bay and took their money while the third holdup 
man rifled the checkout registers. 


Only one of the three was masked, according to authorities. 
The trio fled in an unknown vehicle and in and unknown 


direction, police said. Roadblocks were set up, but without 
resulting in the capture of the three robbers. 


Police said all three robbers were apparently in their mid- 


20's. The one carrying the shotgun was said to be about 5-feet 
10, with a goatee. Another of the robbers was described as about 
6-feet tall and wore a levi jacket. The third was about 6-t'cet 
2, wore a "fisherman's" hat, a dark shirt and was said to be 
thin.

Garden Society 
Hears Historian 


On Colonial Gardens 


Harry Rigby, noted Ulster County historian, spoke about 


"Early Colonial Gardens" at the latest meeting of the 
Saugerties Society of Little Gardens which held an open 
meeting at the Senior Citizens Building recently. 


Pointing to the problems which faced the early settlers as 


they came ashore from the Hudson River, Rigby said that 
pushing back the forests to make room for their homes, fields, 
outbuildings and vegetable gardens, and all the work that 
entailed, left no time for landscaping and flower gardens such 
as we are accustomed to now. Even when the first herb gardens 
were planted, it was to serve a utilitarian purpose. 


The old stone houses were built close to the street and 


perhaps the first so-called landscaping consisted of a shade tree 
near the front porch, where any leisure time was spent in warm 
weather, and also a lilac bush. As the Dutch in Holland had 
become used to flowers, tulip bulbs brought across the aea were 
planted here and there near the house. As the herbs were 
planted in the back of the house along the paths to the 
outbuildings, later plantings of other bulbs followed the same 
outline. Lawns were not considered as such. Grass was planted 
solely to feed livestock. 


The spring flowering bulbs found in these early gardens were 


crocus, narcissus, grape hyacinths and anemones. In the 
summer there were butterfly weed, yarrow, corn flowers, 
foxglove, phlox, peonies, asters, ageratum, veronica, columbine 
and lavender. By the eighteenth century, many of the flowers 
we are familiar with, as to names, were also added to the 
gardens. 


Rigby told of the old Dutch gardens having hives of bees — 


to furnish honey as well as cross pillinate the flowers.

Free Agents? 


CINCINNATI (UPI) — An arbitration board, and not a court 


of law, will determine if Andy Messersmith and Dave McNally, 
two players who failed to sign contracts for the 1975 season, 
are entitled to free agent status. 


The Baseball Players Association has filed a grievance on 


behalf of the two pitchers, UPI learned Wednesday, demanding 
that they be entitled to free agent status because both had 
fulfilled the unilateral option of baseball's controversial reserve 
clause. 


The action marks the first time baseball's option clause has 


been tested by players claiming free agent status. 


John Gaherin, executive secretaty of baseball's Management 


Council, presented the players' association grievance on behalf 
of Messersmith and McNally to the assembled major league 
owners during a meeting here prior to the fourth game of the 
World Series between the Cincinnati Reds and Boston Red Sox. 


The Players Association is asking that Messersmith and 


McNally be declared free agents according to a clause in 
baseball's basic agreement, which gives the club a right to 
unilaterally reserve the player for the following year even if he 
had declined to sign his contract for the previous year. 


"Under the contract, a club can renew it (the contract) by 


itself for one year. That one year is over," said Marvin Miller, 
executive director of the players' association. 


McNally, who was a 20-game winner for Baltimore from 1968- 


1971, quit the Montreal Expos on June 8 after winning his first 
three games and losing his next six. The Expos repeatedly have 
asked McNally to file the necessary papers for his voluntary 
retirement, but he never has, it was reported. 


Messersmith, the ace of the Dodgers' staff this past season, 


won 19 games for Los Angeles in 1975 after winning 20 the 
previous year. 


"Mr. McNally's contract was renewed unilaterally by the 


club in the spring as was Mr. Messersmith's," Miller said. "I 
think it is important to make one thing very clear ... the team 
has a right to renew for one year. Montreal exercised that right 
in the spring of 1975. That one year was over when Montreal 
finished playing its schedule. 


"Mr. McNally is carried on the disqualified list. Our 


contention is that since the option year is over, he shouldn't 
be on such a list without a contractual obligation to that club 
or any other club." 


"Our respect for Andy is such that we trust this matter will 


be disposed of by further negotiations," said Dodger owner 
Walter O'Malley. "The Dodgers and Andy do not have a salary 
dispute. There is no financial matter involved nor are working 
conditions. 


"Andy has been advised to seek a no-trade clause in his new 


contract. But the no-trade clause is a matter between the 
players' association and the major leagues under present 
negotiation. We are sorry Andy was selected to try and establish 
a test case. There is obviously no comparison with the Cattish Tiantp 
Hunter case." 


CINCINNATI (UPI) - It 


was a splendid parlay of Luis 
Tiant's time-aged savvy and 
Fred Lynn's youthful ex- 
uberance that foiled another 
predictable last-ditch Cincin- 
nati 
Reds 
comeback 
and 


brought the Boston Red Sox 
all even in the- 1975 World 
Series. 


Tiant, the grizzled 34-year 


old Red Sox right-hander, 
frustrated the Reds with his 
maze of motions for the second 
time in five days Wednesday 
night, spacing nine hits, in- 
cluding four for extra bases. 


But the eventual 5-4 Red 


Sox victory which evened the 
series at two games apiece was 
not achieved without a memo- 
rable ninth inning display of 
Tiant's courage and a spec- 
tacular over-the-shoulder 
game-saving catch by the 23- 
year old Lynn. 


The Red Sox staked Tiant to 


a comfortable three-run lead 
with a five-run fourth inning 
but the ever-menacing Reds 
moved back into striking dis- 
tance with two runs in their 
half of the inning, narrowing 
the score to 5-4—partly on 
some Red Sox fielding lapses. 


With the visage of last 


Sunday's ninth inning Reds' 
comeback in game two, plus 26 
other "last at-bat" Cincinnati 
triumphs this year fresh in 
mind, there was no reason to 
believe Tuant's 5-4 lead was 
s a f e . And w h e n Cesar 
Geromimo led off the ninth 
with a clean base hit off a 
Tiant curve ball, it appeared 
that Comeback 27 was close at 
hand. 


A sacrifice bunt by Ed 


Armbrister—the same 
man 


who collided with Red Sox 
catcher Carlton Fisk on a 
much-disputed similar play 
the night before—then a walk 
to Pete Rose brought Red Sox 
Manager Darrell Johnson to 
the mound for what might 
have been Tiant's exit. 


"I told him 'I started this 


thing, I wanna finish it,'" 
Tiant said afterward while 
puffing on his familiar Havana 
cigar. 


"He (Johnson) couldn't find 


a tougher competitor for that 
situation anyway," concurred 
Fisk. And so the decision was 
made. Tiant stayed. 


Ken Griffey, the man who 


ruined the Red Sox with the 
g a m e w i n n i n g double in 
Sunday's game, followed Rose 
and after baiting Tiant to a 3- 
2 count, ripped a fastball to 
deep, deep center field. 


Perhaps under other circum- 


stances, Griffey's shot 
would've spelled finis to Tiant 
and the Red Sox, but Lynn, 
back-pedaling and then turn- 
ing into a gallop, caught the 
ball over his shoulder a few 
steps in front of the wall as 
Geronimo and Rose scampered 
back to second and first. 


"Ordinarily, I wouldn't have 


been playing so deep," said 
Lynn, a leading choice to be- 
come the first player ever to 
win the Most Valuable Player 
and Rookie of the Year Awards 
in the same year. "The grass 
was wet, though, and the ball 
travels so well in this ballpark, 


I was playing everyone about 
15 feet farther back than usu- 
al. 


"I was especially concerned 


about Griffey because he hurt 
us at our park." 


The game saved, Tiant bore 


down one final time and got 
Joe Morgan on a harmless 
popup to Carl Yastrzemski at 
first to end the game. 


"It was guts, pure guts," 


said Yastrzemski of Tiant's 
163-pitch effort. "I'll tell you, 
I'd let him pitch ,to the whole 
world the way he battles." 


Of course, Tiant might not 


have been around to savor his 
second World Series victory 
had not the Red Sox rallied 
from a quick 2-0 deficit with 
the five-run fourth inning. 


Freddie Norman, the pint- 


sized Reds' 
lefty who was 


miffed over being passed up by 
Manager 
Sparky Anderson 


earlier in the series, looked as 
if he might make good on 
Anderson's

nings." 


But in the fourth, Fisk and 


Lynn led off with singles and 
one out later, moved up on a 
wild pitch. It wasn't necessary, 
however, as Dwight Evans 
then cleared the bases with a 
triple to the wall in right field.

tain Hook" had now gone the 
limit with Norman and in 
came Pedro Borbon, the only 
one of Cincinnati's five-man 
relief corps not to get a call in 
Tuesday night's game.

it.' I concentrated. I looked at the pit. Then I 
began to run. I knew I could do it."

"But once 
they come up with a balanced 
budget around the 20th of Oc- 
tober, they'll still have $3.2 
billion worth of notes to roll 
over between now and 1978. 


"All I'm trying $p do is call 


to the attention of Congress 
the fact that they'd better 
have some legislation on the 
books or we'll have a 
catastrophe," Rockefeller said. 
"Time is running out for Con- 
gress to act, and I want to 
make it clear where the re- 
sponsibility belongs." 


Rockefeller said New York 


"may need assistance in the 
form of a guarantee or a loan." 


"Congress should take what- 


ever action is necessary. After 
they restore their fiscal integri- 
ty we need to establish some 
sort of a bridge to help them 
get back on their feet." 


The vice'president, who met 


with Ford earlier in the day in 
Washington, said he and the 
President were equally op- 
posed to "bailing out" the city, 
and that New York's leaders 
should "put their house in 
order" before expecting any 
federal assistance.

Kissinger Answers A Subpoena 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger has told the House Intelligence committee he will not 
allow his subordinates to testify or present documents about 
their opinions on State Department policy. 


At a news conference in the Canadian capital of Ottawa 


Wednesday, Kissinger said he had answered a subpoena from 
the House Select Committee on Intelligence with a letter 
spelling out the restrictions on testimony and documents lower 
level officials could give. 


The committee, headed by Rep. Otis Pike, D-N.Y., had 


demanded that Kissinger produce a memorandum written by 
Thomas Boyatt which was critical of State Department policy. 
Boyatt was in charge of the Department's Cyprus Desk during 
the 1964 coup which led to the Turkish invasion of the 
Mediterranean island. 


Boyatt testified he was forbidden to discuss the memo- 


randum or present it in evidence. 


The Kissinger letter arrived at noon Wednesday, two hours 


after the deadline set for delivery of the memorandum. 
Committee staff members said they could not discuss it until 
thev contacted Pike, who was out of town. 


Kissinger essentially gave the details at his news conference 


— a rejection of the committee's demand. 


"We will not submit documents even with or without 


names," he said. "We may provide summaries of all the 
dissenting views from all sources ... but we are not going to 
segregate individual opinions." 


Kissinger said he made proposals to Pike on how the matter 


might be resolved. 


"I am prepared to testify to the opinions I received and as 


to the recommendations I made," he said. "We are not 
prepared to attach the opinions we received with the names of 
officers of the middle and senior levels as I believe this is 
contrary to the integrity of the policy-making process and it 
is essential for the integrity of the foreign service ... that they 
are not subject to later public scrutiny." 


Pike's only recourse now, unless he agrees to whatever 


proposals Kissinger made, would be to ask the full House to 
cite the secretary for contempt. 


The House returns from a week's recess on Monday.
